Study the government nutrition 
table carefully when making out 
your menus, and use your ra­ 
tioned foodstuffs to fill in for raw 
foodstuffs which are not available. 
Make every ticket in your ra­ 
tion 
book 
return 
the 
greatest 
amount of foodstuffs horn the 
standpoint of nutrition. 
Familiarize yourself with the 
contents in the cans before you 
buy them so that you know how 
much you are getting. 
Work out different combinations 
for fruits and vegetables in com­ 
bination of one raw item with a 
canned item as ways to stretch 
the rationed foods. For instance, 
canned tomatoes may be stretched 
by combining them with toasted 
bread crumbs and sliced onions in 
a casserole dish. A cheese sauce 
over string beans makes them go 
further, particularly if they ait 
served on toast. 
Peas and carrots may be com­ 
bined with sliced potatoes to make 
a delicious vegetable casserole. 
Another way to stretch peas is to 
combine a can with an equal 
amount of cooked potato cubes. 
Canned peaches, pears or apri­ 
cot* may be combined with cubes 
of oranges or grapefruit or bom 
as a stretcher.

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AN UNFAIR DECISION 
Commenting upon the refusal of officials to increase 
gasoline allotments in this area, the Sharon Herald 
charges that ‘‘Petroleum Coordinator lekes, already fam­ 
ous for his ‘boners’ in the handling of government 
issues, has given us another with his decision that pe­ 
troleum-producing western Pennsylvania, including Mer­ 
cer county, must continue on reduced gasoline rations.” 
The Sharon paper published in a city adjacent to the 
Pennsylvania-Ohio boundary line, prints the following 
scathing criticism of the decision: 
“Sharonites and others in the county who daily see gaso­ 
line trucks hauling supplies westward to Ohio and other 
districts where larger rations arf* allowed fail to find justice 
or common sense in Mr. lekes’ ruling, despite his wordy 
statement defending his action. 
“When he tells us that gasoline from Titusville. Oil City. 
Emlenton and other nearby towns is being sent eastward 
to the areas where real shortages of gasoline exist, we know 
he is telling only half the truth, for we have first-hand in­ 
formation that some of the abundant, supply from our neigh­ 
boring communities is going at least as far west as Ohio. 
Many Shenango Valley motorists are following the gasoline 
trucks across the state lint and there are buying the four 
gallons per ration coupon to which they are entitled under 
the present inequity hie setup which Mr. Ickes and his aides 
refuse to change. 
“We had hoped for the sake of tile Valley service station 
operators, many of whom are being forced out of business by 
the governments bungling, that -tile petroleum coordinator 
would follow the sensible lead of OPA Director Brown and 
recommend the removal of western Pennsylvania from the 
short-ration .area. 
But we should have known better. 
Mr. 
Ickes doesn t do things that way. 
Undoubtedly local gasoline 
dealers will continue their fight for fair treatment and for 
their sake, as well as for the motorists who are being shoit- 
changed by inefficient bureaucracy, we still hope that enough 
pressure can be brought to bear to obtain a decision based 
on all the facts in the case. 
“Possibly Senator Guffey, an oil man who has forgotten 
more abou. the situation in western Pennsylvania than Mr. 
Ickes ever knew, can increase his efforts to get a fair ruling. 
We are disappointed over his failure to get favorable action 
in recent weeks, but he has shown his interest in the issue 
and very likely will continue to use his influence iii behalf 
bf his constituents in tnis section of the state.”

Smart planning for the vegetable 
garden requires attention to the 
question of continuous harvest. 
"Lake radishes. 
The early one. 
are edible for about one week, then 
turn pithy. 
Suppose you want a 
six weeks supply. You must make 
six sowings, 
each 
sufficiei t for 
one week’s needs. 
If you rowed 
six weeks’ supply all at once, then 
you would 
have 
for 
one 
Week 
enough radishes to last for six 
weeks, and would you be sick of 
radishes! 
There are only certain crops that 
require this succession sowing. The 
table which accompanies this dis­ 
cussion gives them, and for each 
it states the period during which 
the harvest from one sowing will 
remain in good condition. 
You will note that carrots, beet.-: 
aqd beans are on the list. 
There 
three items will, in fact, give a 
harvest all season long, if the;

nlist: provided the beans are kept 
licked clean and not allowed to 
tin ake seed. 
The carrots grow big. 
and so do the beets; and they a i 
•still sweet, tender and nutritious 
even in the fall, when they are 
likely to be enormous.

so several plantings arc usually ad­ 
vised. 
Beans bear better when they are 
young; 
but it is surprising how 
well they continue to bear all sea­ 
son. if they keen healthy, ar.d a e !

never to let beans form in the pods 
Use the pods when they are at i e 
tenderest stage. That is tile time to 
put them into cans, also. 
You can get a continuing harvest
